THE FOLLOWING is the plat¬ 
form of the, Milwaukee Social- 
Democrats, as adopted in conven¬ 
tion. Saturday, Jan. 2 7,1906:

The Social-Democratic party ia 
the AmcDcau expression of the 
international movement of mod¬ 
ern wage-workers for better food, 
better houses, sufficient sleep, 
more leisure, more education, and 
more culture. 

Under present conditions the 
wage-worker ia always depeadent 
upon the man with means for an 
opportunity to work for a liveli¬ 
hood, and therefore is not free. 

Political liberty alone has be¬ 
come inadequate wa must have 
both political and economic lib¬ 
erty. To secure this by the col¬ 
lective ownership of the means of 
production and distribution is the 
aim of the Social - Democratic 
party. 

For the Public Weal. 

In municipal affairs also the So- 
eial-Deniocratie party stands for 
even" radical change that will 
brfjg means of production or 
transportation into the hands of 
fhe people. It believes in self- 
government for the city; in a Just 
•ad equitable taxation where the 

C rporatioua bear their full share, 
the consolidation of our city 
and county administrations, in the 

r ilic control of our food supply 
the interest of public health, 
gnd in the highest development of 
A reasonable public service. At 


the proper time it will introduce 
and carry out these and other 
measures. Social-Democrats are 
well aware, however, that Mil¬ 
waukee does not enjoy self-gov¬ 
ernment, anu that as a rule no 
steps can be taken in that direc¬ 
tion without an appeal to the state 
legislature at Madison. To secure 
self-government for this city and 
the right to acquire and manage 
public utilities will be one of the 
first efforts of our party. 

Mainspring of Corruption. 

The Democratic administration 
in the city hall, and the Republican 
rule in the court house have dis¬ 
graced the fair name of Milwau¬ 
kee. Their leaders have even 
gone so far as to attack the grand 
jury and the courts whenever an 
attempt has been made to unearth 
corruption. Those leaders consider 
the conviction of every political 
thief and grafter a covert per¬ 
sonal attack upon themselves. 

But corruption in our municipal 
affairs is not s new occurrence, 
and we esll attention to the fact 
that, it is to the corruptive power 
of capitalism, playing upon the 
venality, the uncertainty of the 
future and the business instinct 
of those who have made polities 
a business, that we owe the scan¬ 
dalous corruption of our govern¬ 
ment. By the average capitalist 
and business man the bribing of 
a politician ; i considered absolute¬ 
ly legitimate, if business requires it 

.We do not need to prove these 


points. They were proved hefo.e 
the grand juries. 

Municipal Government and "Bus¬ 
iness" Principles. 

A municipal government cannot 
have the same end in view as a 
private business. 'A municipal 
government ought never to he 
conducted from motives of per¬ 
sonal gain. The trouble is that 
too many municipal governments 
have been so-conducted—and that 
is just the reason why we hare 
had and still do have graft inves¬ 
tigations in our American cities, 
although all of them have "busi¬ 
ness” administrations. , 

The “Good Men” Superstition. 

Nor does any intelligent man 
longer believe in s tbe panacea of 
electing so-called "good men” to 
office. Plenty cl “good men” 
have been corrupted by the bad 
system which they have tried to 
patch up and regulate. All high- 
sounding clamor by capitalist par¬ 
ties about business principles, 
“good men,” etc?, ia simply a dis¬ 
honest bid for voice and see dis- 
tated by their class interest. Busi¬ 
ness corrupts politics. 
Social-Democrat* Have the New 
Social Conscience 

The Social-Democratic party 
goes to the root of the evil. So¬ 
cialism will some day entirely re¬ 
move the causes, and they will 
only disappear to the extent that 
we Introduce Socialism. And the 
Social-Democrats, having this goal 
iffi view, possess the new soc’vl 
conscience. Of the many Social- 


Democrats elected in Germany, 
Prance, England *nd Austria 
hardly one jaa ever fallen by the 
wayside. We man slso proudly 
point to the retord of Ihe Sociai- 
Democrata elected in this city in 
this respect—not even our enemies 
dare to deny their scrupulous in¬ 
tegrity. The mere presence of a 
few Soqjat-Deaocrats in the com¬ 
mon council and in the county 
board has proven to he a stimu¬ 
lus to honesty and progress. 

The Social-Democratic party, 
while a class organization' of the 
proletariat, ia to-day also the only 
[party of high moral ideas, because 
it ia in aecord (with the’trend of 
civilization ond with the necessi¬ 
ties of the day. 

It is r. ‘ elaknrd that by win¬ 
ning an isolated victory in a city 
like Milwaukee we can have So-: 

But such a victory would 
be a step forward, a milestone on 
the way of human progress.

And first of all things it would 
mean a treawidous cleaning up 
of the municipal affairs of Mil¬ 
waukee, audi aa no American city 
has ever aeen before. ' 

Our Demands. 

In the light of the above facts, 
we make in this Spring campaign 
the following demands: 

1. That the city secure the own¬ 
ership and management of all 
public service enterprises as far 
and as fast aa the state laws will 
allow. And where such owner¬ 
ship and management is for the 


time being impossible, we demand 
that no franchise be granted to 
any street or steam railway or 
telephone companies, except upon 
the following conditions, viz.: 

a. That the entire property is 
to revert to the city without any 
compensation at the end of a spec¬ 
ified period, or that the city shall 
have the right to take over at 
t!ie actual value that pa.t of 
the street railway, trackage and 
rolling stock or the equipment 
of the telephone company that 
is necessary for the operation 
of the same, within the city' or 
county limits at any time when 
the city or county gets the power 
to buy,-own and operate such lines 
and to issue the necessary bonds 
for that purpose. 

b. That a guarantee be given 
that the rolling stock and the 
trackage, or the wiring and other 
equipment be kept in good condi¬ 
tion. Furthermore, no overcrowd¬ 
ing of the cars shall be allowed. 

c. That, the city get a certain 
yearly revenue from the company 
for the franchise while it is in 
operation. 

d. That the right-hour day shall 
be observed by the company in the 
operstion of all lines, and the 
trade uniona be recognized. 

e. That every franchise ap¬ 
proved by the city council or the 
county board must have the en¬ 
dorsement of a public referendum 
before it ahall go into effect. 

2. That the city shall regulate 
the price of gas. The citjr shell' 


abolish the contract system ax fr.; 
as possible in all public work. 
Only organized labor shall be em¬ 
ployed by the city, and that at 
an eight-hour day. Whenever 
contract work is unavoidable, tbs 
contractors shall be compelled to 
employ only organized labor. 

3. That the common council 
shall take si us necessary to mukc 
the big 'or\ orations pay their 
rightful share of municipal taxes, 
so that the money necessary to 
carry out the following reforms 
can be raised. 

4. That the city shall provide 
work for its unemployed eitizens. 
Besides the improvement of the 
streets, the city shall maintain a 
public coal ai wood yard and 
public ice house; the coal, wood 
and ice to be sold to the citizens 
at cost—to provide against a coal 
famine and to protect the health 
of the people from impure ice. 

5. That the eity shall employ 
a number of attorneys to conduct 
just cases for the poor. The num¬ 
ber of aldermen and supervisors 
shall be reduced, but they shall 
receive an adequate salary, so that 
they may be enabled to give their 
full time to the work. The fee 
system for justice of the peace and 
constables shall be abolished. 

6. That free medical service 
shall be extended. The eity to 
provide adequate hospital service 
free from every taint of charity. 
Also a public crematory which 
shall be free to those applying. 

■ 7. That the eity shall erect • 


I public hath in every ward for 
benefit of the resident*, and 
vide a sytem of atreet doi 
such as arc found in modern 
ropc&n cities. Plumbing and 
erage to be done in all dwei 
by the city at cost, the same 
paid for in yearly installme 

8. That the city shnll e 
all alum habitations, main 
public playgrounds, open-air; 
nasi urns and parks wherever 
xible, ond furnish and plant 
care for the trees for all 
streets of the eity. 

9. That free school books 
adequate school facilities shall 
provided. Principals shall be 
quired to devote one-half of 
time io instruction. T"' f" 
of assistant teachers to ho 
first, before those of highly 
principals. The large hall in 
school building shall be aval 
to residents of the district 
public meetings of whatev 
tore. 

10. That the eity shall b 
labor temple, to be dedica 
the business and a muse m 
the working people.

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Getting on theBandWagon

T HE platform oi the Social-Democratic party demands the col¬ 
lective ownership of all the means of production and dis¬ 
tribution, namely, land, mines, mills, factories, railroads, 
etc., for the purpose of operating tile industries in the interest 
of the whole people. 

Tlie Socialists say that this is no Utopian dream, but the necessary 
natural outcome Ct the development of capitalist society. 

Antagonists of Socialism used to say that collective ownership 
was impossible because the personal supervision and control of the 
owner was absolutely necessary to the success of any enterprise. But 
today we see that the greatest undertakings arc those in which the 
stockholders liave nothing to do with the management of affairs 
and arc only drawing dividends. 

In all our large industrial affairs, stock companies, railroads, and 
trusts the whole business is managed ami carried on by a few 
paid officials who migli just as well 1* paid by the community, the state 
or the nation (as the case may be) to carry on the enterprise in the 
interests of the people, as to be paid by a few wealthy men to carry it 
on for their profit. 

This, carried out to its logical conclusion,, involves a complete 
change in the system of government. 

The present 'government is based upon private property. It is 
necessarily oppressive. Its vital funtion is the protection of the own¬ 
ing and ruling class. 

When productive capital becomes collective property, govern¬ 
ment will necessarily become purely administrative. It will cease to 
be unjust and oppressive. And our laws will be few and they will be 
simple. 

Social-Democracy will !>e the first real democracy that has ever 
existed. Political equality, under the present system, is a snare and 
delusion. The wage worker depends upon an employer for the op¬ 
portunity to work and support his family, is not on terms of political 
equality with his master. 

Political liberty and economic despotism arc incompatible. 

The Social-Democratic party projioses to establish industrial 
democracy. We want to convert the present plutocratic republic into 
a genuine democracy. 

We want it especially understood that the Social-Democracy pro¬ 
poses to increase and not diminish the production of wealth. 

We propose to secure private property to the overwhelming 
ma*s of people who, under the present system, have none. Capital 
only is to lie owned in common. Instead of countless capitalists, 
constantly at war with each other, there' will lie only one capitalist 
and that will be the people. Production will be carried on for use 
and not for profit. 

.. This is the end and aim of the Social-Democratic party. 

And the usual argument in defence of the present vinous sys¬ 
tem is riot that it is right, but that it is here, and must stay, whether 
wc like it or not. Now, we Social-Democrats deny this. 

We Social-Democrats believe that in a civilized country tile ques¬ 
tion is not what is but what ought to be. If you can prove that a 
thing is good, let it stay. But if one cannot prove that it is good, 
he cannot hide behind the assertion that it is nerc anil must remain. 
•We believe that the American people are great enough and strong 
enough to get rid of anything tfteydon’t want.

A nan with four or five children working in 
tlie factory or elsewhere, bringing in a few dollars each week, can 
afford to work at a lower price than a man who lus no children lint, 
employed. In many cases tlie wife and tlie children work in the 
factories and support the family while the father, unable to obtain 
employment, remains at home and-does the house-work. Prof. Bcmi?. 
calls attention to the tact that the earnings of the entire family in the 
textile industries Rhode Island and Connecticut, where women and 
children are employed, are no-larger titan in other industries, like 
those of the metal workers in western Connecticut, where only men 
arc employed. The amount of money brought into the family coffers 
by the children under fifteen years of age is easily realized if one 
depends upon the statement of Hon. Carroll U- YVright. He says, 
"The fathers at present rely, or are forced to rely , upon their children 
for from cate-fourth to oue-third of the entire family earnings, and 
the children under fifteen years of age supply by their labor front one- 
eighth to one-sixth of the total family earnings." 

No good can possibly arise from the employment of children un¬ 
der sixteen years of age excepting in very rare cases, and even then 
the evil effects of such employment upon the children far outweigh 
the remotest benefits which can be derived. For the child it means 
physical, mental and morat degeneration; for society, a race of 
crippled, illiterate an<l invalid citizens supporting a land of capitalists 
"who toil not" and "who do not spin." In short it means the accent¬ 
uation of those lines which each day arc becoming more and more 
closely drawn between the workers and the employers, a .sharpening j 
of the class struggle.

Party diffi¬ 
culties and disputes have arisen in 
slates, but as conventions will be, 
held in nearly every state this year, 
it is more than' likely, tliat com¬ 
promises will be arrived at when 
strife exists and the national com¬ 
mittee'will lie in a much better posi¬ 
tion to assist in settling internal 
troubles, if it seems desirable after 
'the adjournment of tlie conventions. 
If there seems urgent need of re¬ 
vising the national constitution that 
instrument provides a wav without 
the intervention of a national con¬ 
vention. 

Is ,it likely that enough solid 
work would be accomplished by 
such a convention this year to make 
it worth the expenditure of the 
necessary money and time in view 
of tlie igoH convention, now not 
far off? It lias been estimated tliat 
the cost would be not far from 
$10,000, to pay the transportation 
I expenses alone. Only alxmt five 
I thousand voted on the tost referen¬ 
dum and they largely represent the 
active membership of the party who 
can Ik- depended on to meet an as¬ 
sessment for convention expenses.
